It 
is one in a series of popular scientific 
exhibits arranged under the auspices 
of thd National Research Council to 
emphasize the importance of funda 
mental research. 

The main feature of the exhibit is a 
topographic model 7 by 12 feet. The 
outer portion of the model shows the 
plants and equipment required for the 
production of some of the more impor- 
tant crude materials. In the center of 
the model are four separate groups of 
buildingB representing the production 
of the intermediate chemicals: One for 
the manufacture of dyes, another for 
explosives, another for pharmaceuti 
cals; and medicinals; and another for 
war gases. The complete range of col- 
ors of American-made dyes in this ex- 
hibit gives evidence of the wonderful
